We leave the wharves of San Fran- 
cisco and launch out upon the vast ocean 


- bound for the great North, the region 


of immense forests, of beautiful waters, 
and of stirring railroad enterprise. 
There’s exhileration in the thought, even 
in spite of all the sea-sickness. The 
brightest sky is overhead; scarce a 
cloud skirts the horizon ; a gentle breeze 
just ripples the surface of the water, and 
the great rollers of old ocean are almost 
asleep ; no fogs obscure the scene, and 
the endlessly varied shore is ever in 
clearest view. Her Majesty’s Mail 
Steamship, with the regal name of 
‘Prince Alfred,” bearing a crowd of 
passengers, speeds gracefully on her way, 
over the just now remarkably quiet sea, 
while a moderate rocking, with an occa- 
sional toss of head and stern indicates an 
enjoyable pride of the royal boat as she 
moves, “ a thing of life,” upon the great 
ocean’s waters. Her worthy captain, 
officers and crew, free from all churlish 
reserve, often engage in pleasant conver- 
sation with the talkative members of the 
travelling company, and, ever busy in 
their work, keepall things neat and clean. 
The second day many of the passengers 
are well; the third more; but on the 
fourth all are out upon the decks, enjoy- 
ing the beautiful scenery as we round 
the rocky prominence of Cape Flattery, 
and steam steadily up the remarkable 
Fuca Straits, seventy miles, towards 
Victoria, till, late at night, so silently as 
to disturb none of our slumbers, the 
noble boat draws up and fastens to the 
wharf. 

From our experience on this fine trip 
we can well say we found occasion for 
nothing but commendation of the royal 
ship, and paise for her able and gentle- 
manly officers. The rooms for sleeping 
were large and well kept; the tables 
were furnished with abundance and good 
varieties of food, the waiters and stew- 
ards were ever obliging, and every com- 
fort seemed regarded. Our destiny was 
for the.Sound, and hence we stopped in 
in the capital of her Majesty’s great 
northwestern dominion only a few hours. 
A little boat was soon to pass over to 
Port Townsend. We visited in haste, 
as far as possible, through Victoria, and 
then were away again. The city seemed 
steadily prospering, more so than two 
and four years ago. Then the reaction 
from the old mining excitement had left 
on all things an aspect of depression and 
decay. Now ourimpression of the place 
was that of a fairly adjusted reconstruc- 
tion, healthfully conforming to the cir- 
cumstances of the country, evincing for 
the future steady improvement. Their 
churches were the same as formerly, one 
Presbyterian, one Methodist, two Epis- 
copal and two Roman, all with good 

-buildings. 

Port Townsend is forty miles south 
and east of Victoria, across the straits, . 
admirably situated, around a high point, 
looking up the Sound. The business | 
‘part of the town is on the flat, at an 
elevation just above the highest tide. 
But the place of residences is on the 
high, abrupt bluffs, just back, at an alti- 
tude of at least seventy feet, giving the 
inhabitants one of the finest, most varied 
and most extended water.-and shore 
Prospects for a city in the world. Only 
‘one thing is wanting. No green fields, 
farms, or rustic cottage dwell- 
ind sight. Forests alone: cover 


trees, just fitted for the lumber necessi- 
ties of the world, but requiring a hun- 
dred dollars an acre to clear off, and 
then with all this, the earth will produce 
next to nothing in return for the labor 
of the farmer. The soil is generally full 
of little pebbles and this will dry out to 
a depth sufficient to kill all crops of 
grain. Only forest trees, whose roots 
run deep, find moisture for good growth. 
This account holds true very generally 
for all the portions of this great country 
around the Sound. Yet along the rivers, 


wherever there are flats, the nature of | 


the soil is very different, being a rich, 
dark, productive mold—admirable agri- 
cultural land. Besides these flat lands 
there are also occasional surfaces, some- 
what depressed, among the uplands, 


‘| where a good soil is also found. Butan 
- extensive real estate agent at Port Town- 


send, twenty years resident in the coun- 
try, stated to us as a general estimate, 
corroborated by others in other places, 
that not over one-tenth of this vast 
region of Washington Territory could 
be called worth anything for cultivation 
if it were cleared of its forests, and not 
over one-tenth of this is prairie, of which 
the most is overflowed tidelands. Now 
to clear off the flat lands covered with 
a common growth of various soft tim- 
ber will cost, according to the lowest 
estimates we heard, twenty-five dollars 
per acre, leaving all the stumps slowly 
to rot out. To remove all but large 
stumps must cost at least another twen- 
ty-five dollars, while to clear the up- 
lands after the saw timber has been cut, 
must cost a hundred dollars per acre, 
with the stumps left. These must re- 
quire at least sixty years to rot. From 
all we saw, both in previous years and 
this, we believe these statements are not 
exaggerated. Back three miles of Ka- 
lama we spent a night with a worthy 
farmer, who seemed after years of toil 
to be doing well on a farm of fine bot. 
tom land. We asked him the average 
expense of clearing his land by the acre, 
and his answer was, full fifty dollars. 
Still, doing this work themselves, with- 
out hiring much, the farmers do make 
themselves good homes and gradually. 
acquire independence. Economy, work, 
and perseverance will ensure a com- 
petence in almost any place, and we like 
the looks of things where these men, 
worthy of fame as in old bible times 
for “lifting up the ax on great trees,” 


“are sweeping off forests and letting in 


upon the earth the sunlight of vigorous 
christian civilization. They will succeed, 
and Washington Territory will become 
a great, enterprising, prosperous state, 
though surely we see not how it can be 
this otherwise than in streaks. 

But Port Townsend, we have almost 
left it out in forgetfulness. They have 
one good school of ninety scholars at- 
tendance; an active temperance organi- 
zation ; one Episcopal church and rec- 
tor, and Methodist church building and 
class; one Presbyterian church organi- 
zation and pastor, using the M. E. place 
of worship, and one Roman church and 
priest. The town is one of good society 
and the Sabbath is quite still, unless 
when occasionally a steamboat comes in 
on the Lord’s day ; though to the credit 
of the territory generally, all running of 
boats and common business are avoided 
on the Lord’s day.

Wehavehere the famousShiloh prophecy, 
one of, perhaps, the most difficult pass- 
ages anywhere to be found in the sacred 
word. There are two-leading imterpre- 
tations of it. The one is that Shiloh 
means the place in the northern Pales- 
tine where the ark for a long time rest- 
ed. According to this signification of 
the word, the verse will read, “ The 
sceptre shall not depart,”’ till 
he come to Shiloh. (The Hebrew words, 
it is said, will bear this latter rendering.) 

Now the congregation came to Shiloh 
at the close of the conquest of Canaan. 
(See Josh. 18: 1.) And upto that time 
the tribe of Judah retained its pre-emi- 
nence in war. 

The other interpretation is the old one 
which, through the centuries has been 
adopted by Jews, Catholics and Protest- 
ants, that Shiloh refers to the Isaiah. 
The term means “rest,” “ peace,” or 
“the peaceable,” and may well be a 
designation of Christ, just as in Messiah 
he is styled the “Prince of Peace.” 
Now Judah, the royal tribe, in a sense 
retained its sovereignty through the 
ages. Even its foreign conquerors the 
Chaldeans,the Persians, the Macedonians, 
and for a while the Romans,suffered the 
nation’s internal or home rulers to Jue 
sess and exercise real power.

two more endowments of professorships 


at once, and a dozen scholarships. And 
it needs such a beneficent fund that it 
shall be able to pay the way, nearly, 
with the aid of the Education Society 
of every one who shall desire to enter it. 
As it is, the Seminaries of the east offer 
s0 many superior facilities and so much 
more material aid that those young men 
who can go thither remain here with re_ 
luctance, and those now at the east who 
would like to study here are restrained 
from coming. No man of wealth has 
yet come forward to lift the institution 
into power, and our few and impover- 
ished churches have already done what 
they could. Weare glad to hear favor- 
ably from the appeal now making to 
the good people in New England and 
out. We hope they will be forward and 
generous now. We can assure them 
that we will give them back “ good 
measure, pressed down, and running 


over”? by and by ; but we must be help- | 


ed in these times of our distress, our fee- 
bleness, and our deficiency. 


What with picnics, excursions, exam- 
inations, exhibitions, anniversaries, com- 
mencements, and the ‘closing exercises 
of public schools without number, the 


month of May is an exacting and tedi- 


ous month, wearing us out with toils, 

anxieties and excitements. It’s over with 
now, and we are grateful. A sense of 
quietness and repose comes stealing over 
some of us. The chief good of all such 
occasion enures to the pupils, the gratifi- 
cation to their friends, and to the teach- 
ers the poor satisfaction of having tried 
to do their best. Let them take heart. 
‘That satisfaction is better than money, 
though forsooth it does not go far to- 
ward paying the expenses of vacation. 


From the Hon. Senator Casserly we 
have received a “Compendium of the 
Ninth Census,” compiled pursuant to a 
resolution of Congress, by Francis A. 
Walker, Superintendent of Census. It 


isa thick volume of nearly a thousand 


pages, and as full of figures as an egg 
is of meat. Some of them are almost 
as tasteless as the white of an egg, but 
their is a good deal of relish in others. 
There are a few people who think of a 
census as only an enumeration and class- 
ification of the population of the coun- 
try. .It.is that, and much more. There 
are given a hundred and five different 
tables under such heads.as these: ‘‘Pop- 
ulation, with place ; nativity and nation- 
ality ; school attendance and illiteracy ; 
schools, libraries, newspapersand church- 
es ; pauperism and crime ; areas, families 
and dwellings ; sex, and school, military 
and citizenship ages; occupations ; the 
blind, deaf and dumb, insane and idiot- 
ié ; wealth, taxation and public indebt- 
edness; agricultural; manufactures. 
Such a volume is full of information and 
affords data for many comparisons. Its 
statistics are reliable though not perfect, 
and one is able by means of them to 
eomprehend his own nation—its men, 
its labors, its products, and its prospects, 
For the best results, the census should be 
taken oftener than once in«ten years. 
The compiler pleads that a census be:

changes of the country, oftentimes set- 
ting calculation at naught, so fierce and 
vast the growth of the nation as a 
whole, that the hiatus in the statistical 
information at the command of the leg- 
islator, the pamphleteer, the journalist, 
and the social and political philosopher, 
becomes positively painful five or six 
years after the date of the census. 


Whoever will call to mind the esti- 


matesas to the population and wealth 
of , cities, states, and sections which, 
immediately before the occurrence of 
the last census were popularly put 
forth, were made the material of po- 
litical and industrial speculation, and 
were even taken as the basis of state and 
national-legislation, will hardly be dis- 
posed to question that the cost of a cen- 
sus once in five years would be amply 
repaid by the light it would shed upon 
the condition of the people and the pro- 
gress of the nation in population and 
wealth. Were the country once to 
learn by practical experience the advan- 
tages of a quinquennial enumeration, it 
is not likely that a longer period would 
evere thereafter be allowed to intervene 
between the Federal censuses.” 


The American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, in carrying out its 
policy of inviting men of some pastoral 
or-missionary experience to undertake 
the work of evangelizing nominally 
christian countries, has just persuaded 
our good brother, Rev. E. C. Bissell, 
formerly pastor of the Green St. Church 
in this city, to go as its missionary to 
Austria. We regret to learn that he 
has accepted the invitation. 
we ought personally to congratulate 
him, as we certainly do the American 
Board.

We 
know that our friend will not be lost to 
the church nor to the times, nor to us 
even, though the distance between us 
will have been doubled. It had been our 
hope that his steps would be directed 
hitherward again rather than eastward, 
whenever he removed from Winchester. 
But if that old empire has more need 
of our friend than this young empire, 
we shall bid him God-speed. Tur 
Paciric feels kindly toward him as 
one of its former editors who took to 
his work with a joyous alacrity and 
never dreamed that he might be doing 
too much. Our brother has just dis- 
tinguished himself by publishing a. re- 
markably good book; and we have no 
doubt that he will distinguish himself 
again by doing a remarkably good work ; 
for which his proficiency in German and 
his scholarly tastes, habits, and acquire- 
ments, specially qualify him. We trust 
that under him a New Austria will 
brighten on the world.

Rev. George Ellis. 


It is our painful task to announce in 
our columns this week the death of Rev. 
G. R. Ellis. He died in Pescadero, 
June 4th. He had been unwell for 
many months—though he did not en- 
tirely give up ministerial work till a few 
weeks ago. - When he preached his last 
sermon in Pacheco he had to be assisted 
to and from the pulpit. 


25th, 1831. He came to California as 
early as 1852, and worked in the mines 
in the neighborhood of Columbia. In 
the fall of 1866 he was “ approbated to 
preach the gospel, and commenced his 
labors immediately in El Dorado and 
Coloma, and remained there till the 
spring of 1868. He then went to Hydes- 
ville, Humboldt county, and entered up- 
on his work there May 4th, 1868. It 
was there he first felt the coming on of 
the disease which brought him to his 
grave. In July Ist, 1869, he accepted 
the inviatation of the church in Pesca. 
dero, and was there till he settled in 
Pacheco in the fall of 1871. Thus his 
ministry has been a short one—not quite 
seven years— but his work was well 
-done. 

The later years of his ministry, though 
burdened by sickness, brought out more 
and more the spirit of the Master, the 
pure gold of character, and the power 
of a consistent, unselfish, honest life. 
His devotion and purpose was single. 
His mind was clear, methodical and 
sensitive to truth. His judgment seldom 
failed him, and seemed gifted with the 
wisdom of good sense. If to impress 
upon a whole community year after 
year the value of the gospel which the 
minister preaches; if to make men feel 
that there is at least one man whose life 
is a testimony under oath to the genuine- 
ness of religion ; if to compel the sceptic 


to recognize the saintly virtues, both in 


and out of the pulpit ; if all this can be 
called the ministry of success, our Broth. 
er Ellis must rank with the men who 
This his crown can 
never be taken away from him. In the

It is a question which has been deeply 
pondered by those who love the church 
and believe in the greatness of her mis- 
sion. Good will come from its discus- 


and if the question can be fairly brought 
before the masses—including so many 
who either do not attend church at all 
or do not attend regularly, its agitation 
must prove beneficial. 

It is profitable to agitate any great 
and important question. Agitation pre- 
cedes reform. The Anti-Slavery reform 
followed the persistent agitation of the 
question. The temperance reform has 
been’ successful about in proportion to 
its constant agitation. So with the re- 
form of the social evil and soon. And 
the church-going reform will not prove 
‘an exception. Before people will act 
upon any great question they must first 
be brought to think, and think earnest- 
ly about it. Besides the many reasons 
which may be offered for the non-attend- 
atice of large numbers of people at 
church—reasons relevant and irrelevant 
—we are satisfied that one of the most 
prominent reasons lies in the fact that 

they do not think enough about it. 
Other thoughts, worldly thoughts, pleas- 
ure-seeking thoughts, visiting thoughts 
and excursion thoughts, so occupy the 
attention, that the church thought is 
crowded out. Hundreds who wish well 
to the church and appreciate her object 
and her work, have so many other things 
to occupy the attention, that they have 
forgot the importance of church-going. 

They have formed habits which take 
them in other directions—and the power 
of habit.is very great. There are mul- 
titudes who will confess to having formed 
different habits on this coast from what 
they observed in the east. Ask them 
why they do not attend church, and 
they will say, “Well, we hardly know— 
somehow we have got out of the way 
of it.” Through carelessness, inatten- 
tion, want of thought upon the subject, 
they have drifted away from the sanc- 
tuary. They do not think of the value 
of the Sabbath as a day of religious ob- 
servance. ‘hey forget how important 
it is that the spiritual nature should 
have a day for culture and growth and 
refreshment. 

Even the masses value Sunday as 
day of respite from labor and 
care. Custom with the masses takes 
Sunday and says, “On this day let. busi- 
ness rest and its cares be forgotten.” 
Not many would say “ Let custom be 
changed so that Sunday shall be like 
any other day and let toil and business 
go on the same.’”? No: the masses 
want Sunday... Now christianity has 
given this day to men. For whatever 
of rest and pleasure any derive from 
it as a day exempt from toil and _busi- 
ness, they are indebted to the church 
and the gospel. But neglect of public 
worship tends to destroy the design of 
the day and defeat its highest objects. 
And afterall that may be said about 
the green fields, and the excursions, and 
the gardens, and the open air as being 
the best for recreation—for the rest and 
recuperation which the laboring man 
needs, there is another side to the ques- 
tion. Take it with all classes, business 
men and day-laborers and are those who

It seems to.me that there is a. hint or 
two of a spiritual lesson in the ordinance 
given to the Israelites, concerning the 
daily manna. It was to be gathered 
every day as they had need. What 
they gathered they were to consume. 
They were to lay up nothing for the 
morrow. Those that tried that experi- 
ment found that their accumulation 
for the next day did not.keep well. 

We are a little given, in our christian 


life, to this reserve of our forces. We. 


shrink from laying out our whole 
strength upon the work of the day. 
We do not quite like to expend all that 
we have, lest we should be weak when 
the morrow comes. This I think is in 
contravention of the divine plan for us. 
We are to expect a renewal of our en- 
dowments every morning, and to use 


them all to the last ounce and nerve of 


power by nightfall. The way to be re- 


plenished with spiritual strength is to 


employ the whole, to empty oat the en- 
tire supply upon the day’s draught, to 
make no reserve, and to expect a con- 
stant renewal. 


Test the principle in the simple mat- 
ter. of muscular vigor. By the minis- 
tries of the night we rise when the day 
returns, refreshed and ready for toil. 
The fresh supply is-given that it may be 
used. Suppose we plan to work half a 
day and to be idle the other. half, lest 
we exhaust our frame and it falter under 
coming tasks. Is this the way to in- 
crease our volume of muscle, or to di- 
minish it? By sparing ourselves thus 
do we become stronger or weaker ? Can 
we add to our capital by this reserve : 
or does what we thus lay up fail of hard- 
ness and endurance? It is the use of the 
muscle that makes it firm and brawny. 
Use all we have, and wefhave the more. 
Reserve does not enrich but impoverish 
our store. 


So it isin the use of our means. If 


we expend daily in works of beneficence 
all that we have to expend, we have in- 
sured the productiveness of so ‘much. 
If we lay up a part, we peril the produc- 
tiveness of that part. Seize the oppor- 
tunities which the day affords to feed 
the hungry, clothe the naked, and cheer 


the forlorn, and so much of our wealth | 


realizes its best ends. We are good 
stewards thus far, and the great proprie- 
tor will be pleased with this faithful dis- 
a | charge of our trust, and will commit.to 

us fresh trusts. Disburse a part, and 
reserve a part for accumulation, and we 
move him to withdraw what we thus 
selfishly keep back. What a_ beautiful 
life that was of Dea. Chas. Stoddard of 
Boston, lately gone to his rest! He 
gave every year to the cause of charity 
all that he had to give over and above 
the management of his business and his 
modest household charges, He had no 
ambition to accumulate. He reserved 
nothing fora growing hoard. He ex- 
pended as he went along. He was never 
what we call a. rich man, and, thank 
God, he did not die rich. For over forty 
years he gave away an average of four 
thousand dollars each year. This was 
safe. Here was a treasure so laid up 
that it could not be lost. No “Boston 
fire,” no fluctuations of trade, no robber 
hand, could invade and waste this secure 
investment. This isa noble and right 
example. It may sometimes strain a 
little upon faith to follow it; all the bet- 
ter if it: does. This is the way to live. 
Employ your means as you acquire 
them for the relief of the suffering, with- 
out reserve, and you will be fed with 
daily manna. 


Use your best thoughts when you have 
them. Don’t check their utterance be- 


| cause the occasion is cheap and common. 


Don’t reserve them for some rare and 
grand occasion anticipated in the future. 
They will ‘speedily become hazy and 
lapse from your possession. ‘When the 
more imposing call comes to you the re- 
served force. will fail you. The mind 
becomes barren: by such ‘repression. It 
quickens and fructifies in its free exer- 
cise. The moment of inspiration is the 
moment for saying and doing your best. 
That moment past unimproved, the in- 
spiration dies with it, and all the bright 
and good things you could have said 
become impossible in a duller mood. 
Use every day the-full ministries of 
God’s grace to you for the day. You 
have some fresh intelligence of God’s 
word in your morning reading. Be sure 
to impart it while this lesson is new and 
vivid, and you save it both for yourself 
and for another. You have some richer 
personal experience; open it to some 
other hear while your insight is so keen 
and the vision so clear. You have some 
unusual feryor and power in prayer; go 
down upon your knees, ask a brother to 
-kneel with you, pour out your whole 
heart then and there; that is the time
